H igh Llftnae in llllnnis. 
C h ic a g o . June 15:h.—The Illinois Stats 
Senate to-day will doubtless tike up the high 
license liquor bill and parB it, whicb will be­ 
come a statute after tbs Governor's signa­ 
ture. 
This will erd what has been a para­ 
mount is-ue iu Iliin-iis State politics for the 
past six months. 
W hile the liquor question 
did not come fairly before the people last 
fall, the prohibition agitation in Kansas and 
Iowa caused the liquor interest in Illinois to 
guard as far as possible against the election 
of legislators who would be likely to Cousent 
to giving the voters < f the State an oppcrtu- 
nity to vote upon prohibitory am .n iuients. 
There were premonition* that tome action 
would be taken íd the Legislature, and a high 
license measure was sprung as a compromise, 
aud was championed by nearlv every R e­ 
publican paper in the State. 
The ireisure 
originally provided for a uniform license of 
five 
huodred 
dollars, 
but 
its 
defeat 
seemed ceitain, and as a compromiso to the 
be r interest iu the lower house the bill 
was made t > read §150 for beer saloons and 
$500 for whisky saloons, in which shape it 
pa-oed the lower House, and its fi al adoption 
sec-rrs c rtain in the Senate. 
T. e effect of 
the bill is mainly felt in this city ot 4 000 
sal ions, and the contest has tak-n on a new 
interest by the attem pt of the City Council 
to nullify its operation for another year by 
permitting the ealoons of the city to take out 
licenses al §100 b fore the State law cau eater 
into (ffect. 
This premeditated action has 
aroused coi ti cticg interests in the city, and 
niaes meetings have bfen advertised to ratify 
the pas-age of the Stale law and condemn the 
contemplated action of the City Council, 
and, per contra, to condemn tbe State law 
and espouse the course cf the city legislative 
body. 
Tlie constitutionality < f the law will 
then be tested, and in case it is declared un- 
c institutional on the ground of the distinc­ 
tion placed between beer and whi.-ky licenses, 
to judge from the comment of the Stat3 jour­ 
nal-, the high license issue will be the para- 
mouut question in our next canvass. 


THE BILL BECOMES A LAW. 
SPMSGFtELD, June 
15th.—The Harper 
h!grt license bill passed the Senate this after- 
no.iu by a vote of SO to 20—the Republicans 
supporting end the Democrats opposing the 
measurp. 
Governor Hamilton signed the 
bill a few moments after its pcssage. The 
new law t i t h e whisky license at §500 and 
beer at §150 annually ovvr the entire State, 
including all cities and towns. 
The new law 
goes into effect on the first day of July next, 
'tin- Coming Catholic Conference. 


M ilw a u k e e , June 15th,—Archbishop Heiss 
having received from the Secretary of the 
Prop iganda at R >me letters notifying him of 
the desire of the Holy Father that he should 
attend the Conference of Prelatls, which is 
to be held in that city in November for the 
c nsiueration of i.-rp riant questions con­ 
nected with the government ot the Catholic 
Church in the United States, will take his 
departure for the Italian capital city early in 
October. 
The matters that are to be dis­ 
cuss, a in the Conference include the govern­ 
ment and education of ".he Catholic clergy, 
ins'ruc'ion of the Cathol'c youth, the ad- 
mini- ration of church p t percy and bu’ld- 
io", a id t u j irecting ot churches i nd other 
ecclesiastic institutions. 
Besides the.-e.mat- 
ters, many others will come up for discussion, 
some of which, probsbly, will be suggested 
during the crurse of the procredings. A t 
the coaclusion of the Conference its decisions 
will 
be 
communicated 
to 
the various 
Bishops of the 
United States, and will 
be made the basis of action to be taken 
by the latter at the Plenary Council, 
conopose of all of them, which will be 
held in the U nited States as soon after 
the Conference as possible. 
The Archbishop, 
speaking of these matter?, says : " I t is very 
likely the Conference will counsel the con­ 
traction of fewer debts in the erection of 
churches and Cathplic institutions, and it 
will, perhaps, urge the desirability of more 
uniformity in the education of tbe priest- 
h ‘od. 
We have at present a large number of 
seminaries in the United State?, a td there is 
very little connection between them as to the 
m atter of the instruction of the Catholic 
youth. 
There may be something looking to­ 
ward makiDg a provision for a higher educa­ 
tion, but about that I do not know. 
There 
is ro likelihood, I think, that the Conference 
will directly oppose the American public 
schools. 
But the Church does not consider 
them sufficient for Catholic children, on ac­ 
count of their failure to make provision for 
religions training. 
I myrelf believe tbe pub­ 
lic schools are very goad fjr disseminating 
worldly knowledge. 
I have never Hpoken 
directly against them, but I have bad occa­ 
sion to Bpeak ia favor of the Catholic schools, 
and thus could not avcid making indirect ar­ 
raignment of the public schools in respect to 
that in which they are deficient.”

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FARM AND FRUIT. 


IMPORTAS? RESULTÓ 03T3INE3 PROM 
SUBSOIL PLOWING. 


Sacram ento Valley F ru it Lands—Value of 
Sunflower Seed -G rasses for Dry 
Eolis—Miscellaneous Items. 
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The beneficial results to be attained 
by subsoil plowing received quite an ex­ 
tended consideration by us in these col­ 
um ns some tim e fcince. 
I t was then shown 
th a t in many parts of the E ast subsoil 
plowing and thorough cultivation had re­ 
sulted in securing good crops, while ad­ 
joining fields, treated in the ordinary m eth­ 
od—with shallow plowing and im perfect 
cultivation—had utterly failed in seasons 
An instance was also given 
man in .San Joaquin county had 
found a like result from similar methods, 
while his neighbors, woo had only surface- 
plowed iu pr- paring their fi Ills, were pro­ 
portionately slighted 
by nature in its 
bounty. 
Tee w riter, while in the Sin 
Joaquin valley l¿st week, m ide considera­ 
ble inquiry and investigation with a view 
to learning the cause of fine grain pros­ 
pects in some fields, while there was very 
much lees in others, and the result was all m 
support of the theory above stated. 
The im portance of this subject may be 
readily comprehended by all at first sight, 
bu t upon reflection it will be seen to be of 
vast concern to the people of the State, 
and the very keystone to a new and grand 
success in snch sections as have only had 
crops a t snch irregular intervals of seasons 
as the uncertain rains of w inter seemed to 
perm it. 
If tnis uncertainty can be over­ 
come, and in its place the fertile lands 
which have thus far held fast to nearly all 
their virgin ¡rower, beciuse of the uncer­ 
tain ty of rains to make them produce, can 
be rendered as certain through any new 
m ethod as they have heretofore been other­ 
wise, it wili not only be doubling the pro- 
du .tive value of many vast sections in va­ 
rious partB of the Siate, bu t in the Ssa 
Joaquin valley alone will bring into a n ­ 
nual succession profitable crops over an 
empire in extent of territory which has 
heretofore only given uncertain returns in 
about one year in four or five. 
If such a 
transition as this in the grain-producing 
status of th e State can in any m anner be 
be brought about, it would virtually be re­ 
garded as certain evidence of lack of sanity 
for any person whose interests could be fa­ 
vorably effected by it, not to take the nec­ 
essary steps and use the required energy to 
avail them selves of such perm anent finan­ 
cial advantages. 
U nfortunately, so little 
attention has been paid in California to 
deep plowing, and especially to eubaoiling, 
th a t the instances wherein demonstration 
is possible as to these results are exceed­ 
ingly rare. 
A sufficient num ber of cases, 
however, can even now l*c found in scat­ 
tered localities of the State to establish 
th e theory and fact stated, th at by subsoil 
plowing and thorough cultivation good 
crops may ba rendered generally sure in the 
d ryer aud now uncortaiu sections, and 
thereby removing the uncertainty now ex­ 
isting from dependence upon favorable 
w inter rai’is. 
A convincing example of 
th is fact can now be seen upon the ranch 
of W. I,. Ashe, between A tw ater aud M er­ 
ced. 
H ere are several hundred acres in 
w heat ju st ripening, which stands nearly 
as high as the head of a man ; very thick 
npon the ground, aud w ith heads of grain 
ranging from four to six inches in length. 
Some heads were found which exceeded 
the latter figure. 
This was adm itted to be 
no better ground than other fields about 
it, and while there is much good grain in 
the vicinity, (.hero is none th at will com ­ 
pare w ith this. 
Tho neighbors are con­ 
vinced and well understand the reason, and 
rem arked, “ It's the way he cultivated the 
lan d .” 
This ground in this case was first plowed 
to a uniform depth of twelve incoes, as 
sum m er fallow, and immediately after­ 
wards cross-plowed eight inches deep. 
In 
tho fall or winter, at sowing time, it was 
plowed again, but not as deep as the sec­ 
ond time, a id the w heat very thoroughly 
pu t in. 
The result is as above stated. 
Now here was combined deep plowing and 
thorough cultivation, although the plowing 
was not sufficiently deep to ba w bat is 
properly term ed subsoil plowing. 
It is said th at the work and seed had 
cost $5 per acre, when the seeding was 
completed. 
Tnia amount, to those who are 
in the habit of merely scratching over the 
ground, and call th a t putting in wheat, 
would seem an exorbitant outlay ; but 
when three or four fold return is produced 
upon the same area, aud w ith only the 
same am ount of iapital invested in land, 
th e great profit aud advantage of the sy s­ 
tem is at once apparent. 
If then the result given above can be ob­ 
tained from merely deep plowing, and th at 
because the moisture is better retained in 
dry seasons, or on dry lands, subtoiiing to 
a depth of from fourteen to sixteen iuchsg 
w ill render the operation or system still 
more sure and successful, and substantially 
solve tho problem of overcoming failures 
from lack of rain. 
Most of the soil in the 
San Joaquin valley can be subsoil-plowed 
w ith but the least edict, as the earth is 
looso and can be turned up deep w ith 
only light d raft of piow. 
N early the en­ 
tire valley, where not irrigated, suffers 
by far the m ajority of seasons for w ant of 
rain, and failure of crops result. 
O ther 
portions of the State alio suffer frequent 
failure from the same cause. 
L it the fact 
become established—or rather known, be­ 
cause it is already established—th a t in 
subsoil plowiug aud thorough cultivation 
these failures and losses of ciops can, as a 
rule, bo overcome, and the value of C ali­ 
fornia farms, as well as the w ealth from 
products, will be proportionately increased.

Station to thv flourishing town of Folsom, 
is ¿ne continuous vista of fruit, vine and 
grain land. 
1’assiD g through R outier's 
vineyard and orchard—which we rem em ­ 
ber ten years ago as being partly culti­ 
vated — we find th at the Senator has 
evinced considerable enterprise, and really 
m ade it one of the most charming, as well 
as profitable, pieces of property in th a t 
county. 
N ext in view came the enormous 
vineyard and orchard of ó00 acras set out 
last spring by the N stom a W ater and M in­ 
ing Company. 
Tnis company has not 
spared any expense in procuring the finest 
qualities of grape cuttings from Italy, G er­ 
many, Spain and France. 
The cuttings, 
w ith but lew exceptions, are growing very 
finely. 
Fruit land in Sscram ento couDty brings 
as high a price as $100 per acre, and even 
higher. 
And yet in our couuty—Contra 
C osti -the same quality of land, fully as 
contiguous to m arket, can be secured at j 
one-lialf 
the price. 
This 
may 
sound i 
strange to the viticulturist. 
R at it is 
easily explained wnen we state th at t bin- 
tra Costa has not had its railroad commu­ 
nication many years, and is consequently j 
not so well-known to the outside world as I 
the beaatifnl valley of Sacramento. 
We 
look forward to the day—and a not far 
distant one, cither—when the vine and 
fruit lands cf Contra Costs will briüg 
double their present prices. The vast ship­ 
ping improvements being built along the [ 
Straits of Cirquinez, from Port Costa to i 
M artinez, will certainly invite the attec- I 
tion of numerous people to the interior ‘ 
beauties of our county. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
The Plumas Grange nas, for a few years J 
part, devoted itself to the experim enting j 
of different kinds of grasses, w ith the ob­ 
ject o' obtaining some kind th a t wiil 
thrive on the dry soils of portions of the !

AmoBg ¡ 
tho varieties now being tested are the tv- j 


ergreen m illet, a variety of meadow grass, 
Japan cloTer and meadow fesaler. 
Some 
of these grasses display congeniality to 
their surroundings, and it is probable th at 
they will prove to be highly valuable. 
It 
is the intention of the Grange to have a 
report prepared and published, showing 
the results of these experiments as scon as 
sufficient data therefor can be secured. 
Sach a report will be interesting, and its 
coming will be awaited w ith interest. 
[Sierra Valley Leader. 
An Iowa farmer gives these novel direc­ 
tions fur raising cabbage seed : Procure a 
good, sound, firm heal, and if it has a long 
stalk or stem, cut it off close to the head, 
throw the root aride and plant the head 
only. 
This may seem folly and contrary 
to nature, and I Lrant th at it is contrary 
to general practice. 
Dig a hole dtep 
enouch to bury the whole head ; put in 
your cabbage-head and cover up and press 
tne earth closely, leaving the top of the 
head about an inch below the surface. 
Then take a knife ana cut the head iu the 
f irm of a cross, and leave the result to the 
growtn of the season—being careful, how­ 
ever, to cultivate enough to keep the weeds 
down, and stake up the stalk to keep the 
s red from the ground, and you will be sure 
to have an abundant crop of seed. 
A griculturists claim sunflower seed tobe 
the best egg-producing food known for 
poultry, keeping them in a thriving condi­ 
tion and largely increasing the production 
of eggs. 
Every poultry raiser who tries it 
will find th at the seed is the best food 
known lor glossing the plumage of fowls, 
aud is almost indispensable to those who 
want to fit their bir is for exhibition to the 
best advantage. 
The Russian sunflower 
is easily raised, requires very little care, 
can be grown in fence corners, or other 
places difficult to cultivate. 
I a produc­ 
tion of seed is immense, yielding often at 
the rate of 100 bushels to the acre. 
It 
Bhould be planted in hills four feet apart, 
any tim e from the 10‘.h of May to the 1st 
of July. 
Tnree quarts of seed will plant 
an acre. 
Mr. Gautier, of near Bear river bridge, 
brought us in some samples of w heat from 
his place the other day th at measured over 
five feet in hight. 
He also brought in a 
sample of orchard grass, which he has 
growing on his place. 
This, from all ac­ 
counts, is likely to be the crop for the foot­ 
hills, as it is claimed for it th a tit produces 
a good hay, a heavy crop, and once rooted, 
lives w ithout irrigation, producing a strong­ 
er crop w ith each succeeding spring.—[i'ia- 
cer Herald. 
A m ixture of 20 parts of hard soap, 40 
parts of kerosene and 1 part of fir balsam 
has beeii found v try effective in destroying 
the 
insects which 
damage the orange 
tree. 
Vrof. C. V. Riley is the authority. 
O ther valuable plants, notable the vine, 
m ight be sim ilarly protected by a spray 
from an application of the same recipe. I t 
can be diluted a t will with w ater so as not 
to interfere with the constitution of the 
plant. 
A t the recent meeting of the State Hor­ 
ticulturist Society in San Francisco, d u r­ 
ing the discussion of “ Almond Culturo in 
California,” A. T. H atch said he thought 
th at early blooming seedlings best resisted 
frost and were easier to hull. 
He re­ 
counted his own experiments, aad said 
th at he averaged a yearly profit of about 
$80 an acre, at a bit a pound, and eighty 
trees to the acre, 
The following is recommended for pre­ 
serving m achinery: Take one-half ounco 
of camphor, dissolve in one pound of melted 
lard ; take off the scum and mix it in as 
much fine black lead as will give it an iron 
color. 
Clean the m achinery and smear 
w ith this m ixture. 
A fter tw enty-four 
hours rub clean w ith a soft linen cloth. 
I t 
will keep clean for m onths under ordinary 
circnmstances. 
The export of sheep from Canada is now 
assuming such large proportions th at it 
bids fair to become one of the leading.in ­ 
dustries of the agriculturist. 
The num ­ 
bers of sheep shipped to Europe during the

Bickmore 
iu s recent lecture at the American M use­ 
um of N atural History, iu New York, on 
"Insectivore.C hiroptera and Q iadrum ana,” 
said : The insectívora, or iusect eaters, are 
divided into moles and hedgehogs. 
The 
moles have highly 
developed Bhonlder- 
blades, and wide, paddle like feet for forc­ 
ing their way through the ground. 
Tney 
have eyes, but these are covered w ith the 
soft, furry hair, which extends all over the 
anim al's body. 
Some pictures of a curious 
looking flying lem ur were shown on the 
screen, aud two stuffed specimens were ex­ 
hibited. 
The chiroptera, or bats, aie d i­ 
vided into leaf nosed and fruit eating spe­ 
cies. The vampire bat is a small leaf-nosed 
creature. 
Its tongue is rough like th at of 
a cat, so th at it can rasp the skin from the 
flesh of a man and sack his blood. 
The 
fruit-eaters are rather large, and have well- 
developed molar teeth. 
First among the 
monkeys, or quadrum ana, the lemurs, were 
mentioned. 
They crawl on all-fours, and 
belong to a low order of monkey, looking 
more like dogs than anything eUe. Among 
the monkeys of the old world are the dog­ 
nosed species. 
Their noses are like those 
of dogs, and their canine teeth are well 
developed.. 
These belong to the baboon 
class. 
Tne lion monkey, also a baboon, 
has a heavy mane, and looks something 
like an old man wrapped up in a muftlsr. 
A picture was shown of a group of these 
monkeys perched upon the limb of a tree. 
The picture closely resembled a Democratic 
caucus in fuli blast. The cunio, or bearded 
saki, is a very homely monkey, which 
keeps up a mournful howling all night in 
the forests.

tab ego, from the west coast of Africa, has 
a habit of walking on bis knuckles.

has a mild, intelligent eye, and a well-de­ 
veloped brow. 
Chimpanzees exhibit affec­ 
tion, and sometimes weep after their keep­ 
ers. 
The gorillas are now found only in 
the region around the Congo river, in 
Africa, though Hanno found same m uch j 
further north.

E d s. R e c o r d U n io n : From e v e ry q u a r ­ 
ter of our own and other States complaints 
are heard of the w ant of proper game—a 
demand for the enforcement of those exist­ 
ías, and the declaration is made th at vio­ 
lation of the close season is diminishing 
name to such extent as to approach anni­ 
hilation. 
W hen it is considered th at game 
laws have been enacted to protect game 
during breeding Beason, and we are com­ 
pelled to believe these continuous reports ; 
when from every quarter we hear a de­ 
cided sentim ent expressed by sportsmen 
against these acts ; when we are unable to 
find among lovers of the gun and sports of 
the field, a single expression of opposition 
to game protection ; 
when we find sports­ 
men's associations existing everywhere, 
and new ones forming ; 
when we hear of 
existing game protective associations in 
every part of our land ; 
of ¡átate sports­ 
man’s associations 
and 
conventions of 
sportsmen with representatives from every 
district ; when we consider th at the senti­ 
m ent of game protection is so universal 
and unanimous, it is almost impossible to 
comprehend why so many violations are 
committed, or that it is possible th at they 
can he committed w ithout detection. 
B ut 
greatest of ail is the wonder as to who the 
perpetrators are. 
Every candid, unselfish 
sportsman should 
pau«e 
and 
consider 
whether, with this sentim ent so universa 
againstjviolatlons, it can be possible for “ re­ 
negade sportsm en ” to destroy game enough 
during the breeding season to lead to ex­ 
term ination, unless the “ renegade " class 
includes far inore than sportsm en are gen­ 
erally willing to adm it th at it does. 
W nile there is no doubt th at the effect 
of destruction during the breeding season 
is visible, yet it is difficult to decide th at 
the true causa of dim inution has been 
truly and fully considered. 
It is a vain­ 
glorious boast th at ‘‘ he is not a sportsman 
who will take game daring the close of the 
season,” when the party so asserting will, 
by every means of which he is capable, 
seek to take game to any extent w hatever 
in his power, simply for sake of the sport 
of slaughter. 
T hat there exists such an 
elem ent among 
sportsmen there is no 
doubt—an element th at no laws will deter 
or opposing sentim ent of society entirely 
hold in check ; whose desire for recreation 
gr.c3 beyond their judgm ent or feelings of 
hum anity ; whose gratification is greater 
in com m itting an unlawful and unneces­ 
sary act than the pleasure afforded in a 
privilege granted them . 
The second element found among sports­ 
men is one which, while he advocates the 
close season, never loses an opportunity for 
a shot when the chance of exposure is not 
great. 
The third is the man who owns a 
pot-metal gun and a mongrel dog. 
His 
love for field sports when the season opens, 
and for w ant of something to do, never 
allows a Sunday or idle day to pass th at he 
does not devote to the slaughter of every 
game bird he can find or decoy w ithin his 
ability to kill, and for which he has no 
proper use. 
The num ber of birds killed during the 
close season, excepting doves, are very 
few—for the reasons, first, th a t there is too 
great a risk ; and, second, because the 
birds do not congregate in sufficient num ­ 
bers to make the Bport interesting. 
Y et 
th e num ber is far too great. 
If, however, 
it was one hundred times greater, the ef­ 
fect would not equal th at of the superflu­ 
ous slaughter beyond the wants of those 
who kill as an accomplishment, or for am ­ 
bition to excel, and the delusion of pleas­ 
ure, 
The killing of inferior animals by 
man is justified so far as his wants extend. 
The pursuit of game and its killing ¡9 ju s­ 
tified to this same extent, and so far as, in 
its pursuit, man can find health and recrea­ 
tion, it is p roper; bu t beyond this it be­ 
comes unjustifiable, unm anly and degrad­ 
ing,

Cap­ 
tain Brgardus, after being defeated by Dr. 
Carver, both using small caliber guns in 
accordance w ith established rules, claims 
th at his defeat was owing to having to 
comply with this rule, and th at if allowed 
to use a gun of larger size he can turn the

np-n 
his successful competitor. 
W hile this is a doubtful proposition as to 
fact, it is also an ineffective method of 
holding himself upon a level with Carver, 
in the minds of sportsmen, as to their re­ 
lative skill. 
An instance of the rapid increase and 
profit of cxrp was recently witnessed on 
the premises of I’etera & Milco, near A t­ 
water, in Merced county. 
Their pond, 
which is about one hundred and tw enty 
feet square and six feet deep, was con­ 
structed about a year and a half ago, and 
was Btncked with five carp in the spring of 
1882, for which five dollars each was paid.

WOMEN 
IN 
JAPAN. 


A t a recent missionary meeting held at 
Cleveland, Ohio, Rev. Dr, H arris gave an 
interesting account of the condition of the 
women in Japan, and of this address the 
Herald of th at city says : Tne them e was 
the so-called religions condition of women 
in Japan. 
H e said th at women in th at 
countiy were far down in all the relations 
of life. There is no such conception of the 
m arriage tie as there is in America or other 
Christian countries. 
Among the lower 
classes there is no form of matrimony. 
Among the higher classes there is only saki 
drinking by the bride and groom and the 
family, and a feast. 
No priest gives the 
contract a religious blessing; it is purely 
a business affair. 
All the Japanese hus­ 
band cares for is th at his wife may bs a 
good servant. 
I t is impossible to depict 
the degraded social condition of women in 
Japan. 
He said th a t in some of the open 
ports as large a proportion as 60 per cent, 
of the marriages were annulled by divorce. 
One often hears the greeting exchanged on 
the streets of Yokohama, “ Have you the 
same wife you had when I last saw you ?” 
The moral condition of the open porta on 
this point is much lower than iu the inte­ 
rior of th e country. 
I t should not be said 
th at there are no good husbands in Japan, 
but the general feeliDg is such th a t wives 
are required to shave their eyebrows and 
blacken their teeth, so as not to be a ttra c t­ 
ive to other men after marriage. 
W hen 
they go out with their husbands to tbe parks 
or to the theater, they keep a respectful 
distance behind, and they were very much 
astonished when the speaker and his wife 
were seen walking side by aide as equals. 
The native women thought it was scandal­ 
ous. 
The causes for divorce are very 
trivial. 
A woman can be divorced from 
her husband because she talks too much. 
If she is sick for a long tim e she is di­ 
vorced, although if her husband is a kind 
man he will provide her a living. 
Obedi­ 
ence is the one thing needful in her life, 
even to yield to a life of shame, if her hus­ 
band w il's it. 
It is true, however, th at 
new laws have been made, b at the old cus­ 
toms are hard to abolish. 
The new move­ 
m ent in Japan is seeking to relieve women. 
The women of Japan are em inently relig­ 
ious in their natures. 
They are mostly 
Buddhist», and th at religion has done a 
grei* deal for the woman of Japan. Their 
condition is much higher than in any other 
unchriitian country. 
Said Dr. H arris : 
“ I ha'-e heard their prayers for help to 
tho UDhelping Buddha, and I have thought 
th at in the tenderness of his heart the Áll- 
Father would hear and answer them , al­ 
though in their ignorance they knew n ot.” 
B ut Buddhism has done a great deal of harm 
to women. 
Its holy men have taught th at 
women are the origin of e v il; th at they 
are inferior in intellect and in morals to 
men, and th at they are bad, inevitably 
bad. 
The priests would hardly say th at 
this is the teaching of the religion, but it 
is the general feeling. 
I t is a superstition 
th at if a baby dies in its early infancy it is 
because of some sin in a previous stage of 
existence still unatoned for, and th at the 
child is suffering in purgatory for it. 
A 
piece of cloth is fastened on four sticks 
and passers-by are asked to *ay a prayer 
for the soul of the baby and at the same 
tim e pour a capful of water in the cloth. 
W hen it has become so worn by decay that 
the w ater passes through w ithout touching 
the cloth, the sin is purged away. 
These 
teachings are hardly those of Sakyamuni.

Interesting Particulars and Statistical In­ 
formation from the “ Record-Onlon's” 
special Correspondent. 


L o n d o n , May 24, 1883. 
The object of greatest interest to the 
visitor in London for the next six months 
will be the great International Fisheries 
Exhibition. 
A saunter of a few hours 
through its 
m ultitud incus 
departm ents 
brings forcibly to mind some features of 
our own Centennial Exposition. 
This, to 
be sure, is much more lim ited in its scope, 
but in the large num ber of foreign nations 
taking part, and the appearance of perma 
nence and duiability presented, as well as 
in point of vastness, the comparison is very 
striking. 
Th3 im portance of such an ex 
hibition can scarcely 
be overestim ated 
when one considers either the num ber of 
people engaged in this special industry, or 
the prom inent place which fish holds as an 
article of diet. 
And these two considera­ 
tions together are amply sufficient to ac­ 
count for the m agnitude of the display. 
To give in a single letter any proper idea 
ef w hat may be seen at this ex iibicion is, 
of course, quite beyond the range of possi­ 
bility. 
There are 


s p e c im e n s , l iv in g o r s t u f f e d , 
Of perhaps a greater variety of the finny tribe 
than were ever brought to popular notice 
before, aud the aquarium, where so many 
of these disport them selves in their native 
element, is naturally much frequented. 
B ut the exhibition is chiefly valuable in 
the illustrations it gives of the different 
methods of catching, hatching, preserving 
and cooking lish, and in the opportunity 
afforded for observing the newest inven­ 
tions for saving the lives aud reducing the 
penis of “ those who go down to the sea 
in ships ” in prosecution of the business of 
fishing. 
W ell w orthy of study, too, are 
the natural history and fine arts divisions, 
for moat admirably here is the esthetic 
side of one’s nature m inistered to, while if 
one is fond of sentim ent he wiil naturally 
linger long around the craft iu which Grace 
Darling saved the lives of the people of 
the Forfarshire.

The fishing fleet consisted of 6,605 vessels, 
w ith a tonnage of 208,297 82, and 44.S04 
boats, and tbe total amount of capital in­ 
vested was $37,055.349, distributed as fol­ 
lows : Vessels, $9 337,232 ; boats, $2,405,­ 
393; minor apparatus and outfits, ?S,143,- 
2 6 1 ; other capital, including shore prop­ 
erty, $17,987,413. 
The value of the great 
fisheries of the sea, the great rivers and 
the lakes was placed at th at tim e at $43,­ 
046,053, and th at of those in minor inland 
w aters at $1 500 000—in all $44 346,053. 
The fisheries of the New England $..atea, 
which are the most im portant, engage 
37,043 men, 2,066 vessels, 14,787 boats, 
and yield Products to the value of $14,­ 
370,393. 
N ext in importance to New Eng­ 
land are the South A tlantic States, employ­ 
ing 52.41S men, 3,014 vessels, 13,331 boats, 
and returning products to the value of 
$9,602,737. 
N ext are the M iddle States, 
employing in the coist fisheries 14,981 
men, 1,210 vessels, S 293 boats, w ith pro­ 
ducts to the am ount of $S,676,579. 
THE PACIFIC STATES AND TERRITORIES 
Employ 16.S03 men, 56 vessels, 5,347 boats, 
and show products to the amount of S7,- 
484,750. 
The fisheries of the G reat LikeB 
employ 5.050 men, 62 vessels and 1.594 
boats, w ith products amounting to $1,7S4,- 
050, while the products of the Gulf States’ 
fishing interests am ount to $545,584, em­ 
ploying 5,131 men, 197 vessels and 1,252 
boats. 
Tne annual products of the British 
American sea fisheries are set down at 
about $20,000,000, an estim ate, however, 
which is entirely too email, as the great 
eod and seal 
fisheries of Newfoundland 
m ust alone produce nearly th at amount. 
In France 80.S75 sailors, m anning 22 155 
ships and smacks, w ith a tonnage of 149,­ 
297, are employed in fishing, besides which 
55,485 riparians (men, women and children) 
practice Ashing on the banks. 
The total 
products from the French fisheries, includ­ 
ing the sum derived from the sala of oys­ 
ters, amounts to about $34 000,000 per 
annum. 
The annual value of the takes of 
fish in Norwegian w aters is a little over 
$15.000,000, w ith from 70 000 to 90 000 
persons, or 11 per cent, of the whole pop­ 
ulation employed in the fisheries, and about 
50,000 persons or 7 per cent, in the ship­ 
ping trade. 
Sweden, although the people 
of th at country fish w ith great industry, 
does not derive from its sea w ealth a larger 
sum than $1.825,000, while the Dutch fish­ 
eries m ust bring 


A N A N N U A L IN C O M E O F F U L L Y $15,000,000. 
Russia derives every year a large sum of 
money from her sturgeon and sterlet fish­ 
eries, the am ount beiDg not less than 
$20,000,000, while the fishing interests of 
Denmark and Iceland each yield an annual 
income of 5,500.000 crowns. 
G reat Brit­ 
ain claims to realize about $50,000,000 an­ 
nually from the fisheries. 
Sne has 120,000 
persons constantly 
or occasionally em­ 
ployed in fishing, who, w ith their depend­ 
ants, may be taken at 400 000 
N otw ith­ 
standing this, however, fish is compara­ 
tively high-priced here, and we are daily 
reminded by the papers th at one of the 
problems to be solved by the present ex­ 
hibition is how this article of food, so 
nutritious, so palatable, and which nature 
is providing in such prodigal abnndanc-, 
may be placed on tbe tables of the people 
at a cost that will bring it into common 
use, a problem which is w orthy of con­ 
sideration, also, in the U nited States, for, 
if my memory does not deceive me, the 
price of fish is as much too high there, rela­ 
tively, as it is here, and w ith as little good 
reason for being eo.

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A t the annual m eeting of the B iston S o. 
ciety of Natural History a highly interest­ 
ing statem ent was m u le by 1‘roíessor F, 
W . l ’atnsm , cur ator of the INabcdy Mu- 
seam of Harvard U niversity, concerning 
his recent explorations of certain mounds 
in the Ohio valley. 
The subject was illu s­ 
trated by drawings hung upon the wall, 
and by photographs. 
These explorations, 
in which he was assisted by Dr. C. L. 
M etz, of M adisonvilte, 0 , were made last 
year, and were restricted to one particular 
m ound-field or truct upon the border of the 
L ittle M iami river, in M idisonville, about 
tw enty m iles from Cincinnati. 
It is to be 
regarded as one of the felicities of the 
even t— for the work and results constitute 
an event in the full significance of the 
word— that, b tm g situated do near one of 
the great cities of the land, it has hap­ 
pened that no persons im pelled by m eie 
nile curiosity have hitherto dug into these 
m ounds in a random way, ami thus practi­ 
cally destroyed tfce.n in respect to their 
special value to the archteologist. 
The e x ­ 
cavations now made were conducted upon 
the m ost approved m ethods of science. 
N oth in g worthy of notice has escaped ob­ 
servation and record, and every relic has 
been carefully preserved for sciuntilic pur­ 
poses. 
In the brief discussion which fol­ 
lowed the professor’s statem ent, one of the 
members of the society declared the results 
thus reached to be the most im portant d is­ 
covery yet made in American archa: ilogy. 
Several of these mouuds were w hat are 
called “ altar m ounds,” and in these the 
valuable and instructive relics were found. 
These, 
in numbers 
and 
varietv, 
were 
sufficient in them selves, if none others had 
tver been found, to give a very distinct, it 
m ight also be said com prehensive, idea of 
the civilization or the eocial state of the 
ancient mound builders. 
Am ong other 
things found were articles of personal 
adornment—ear-rings of pear! and brace­ 
lets of metal. 
Tne precise advance of the 
art of wearing metala is thus disclosed. 
T oe m etáis had been wrought by hammer­ 
ing the ore. 
M olten wc rk w»9 beyond the 
skill, or rather the knowledge, of the arti­ 
ficer. 
The m etals were iroa, copper, silver 
and gold. 
This is the tirst tim e gold ha3 
been found in the mounds. 
The gold, and, 
in some instances, the silver, was used for 
plating au interior m etal, being hammered 
t on and clinched at the edges. 
Most sig­ 
nificant of all, perhaps, was a little statu ­ 
ette, which not only presented the human 
form in a shapely, it m ight alm ost be said 
artistic, contour, but ehowtd alto the ear­ 
rings anil the drapery of the w aist, which 
were fashionable in tbe American prehis­ 
toric 
tim es. 
Some of these relics m ust 
originally have come from the Florida 
coast, from 
Lake Superior and from the 
Rocky m ountains, indicating thus either 
extensive migration or intercommunication. 
The indications are that cremation of the 
dead was practiced by these natives, and 
that an altar mound is significant of some 
great sacntical ceremony, and that these 
trinkets and relies, some of which per­ 
tained to the useful arts, represented an 
offering on the part of t-iese people equiv­ 
alent. ia comparison w ith oar scale of val­ 
ues. to hundreds of thousands of dollars.

It is a good thing to save some of the 
fit when cooking lamb.

rest, so that w nen yon roast your next 
saddle of lamb you can lay little lumps of 
this fat on the top of it when it is put in 
the oven. 
Sprinkle salt and pepper over 
it, also.

w ater is clear above it, drain it off; let the 
starch dry, cover the bowl to keep the dust 
awav, and this starch is ready for use next 
washing-day. 
Of course you may need to 
add a little to it. 
A h om elette, w ith cabbage in it, makes 
an appetizing side dish. 
Beat four eggs 
till they are very light, the w hites and 
yolks separately ; to the yolks add a sm all 
cup of sw eet m ilk, and pepper and salt to 
taste ; then stir ia a cup of cold boiled 
caboage. chopped liae ; have enough butter 
in a saucepan to cover the bottom ; when 
hot, pour the om elette in, having stirred 
the w hites of the eggs in first before put­ 
ting into the pan.

CHINA, FRANCS 
AND 
TONQUIN—C ¿USE 
GF THE 
WAR. 


Wo are told by the dispatches th at un- 
ss France abandons her pretensions war 
is inevitable between the republic a id 
China, and in th a t event the latter pro­ 
poses to do som e terribly earnest fighting. 
I ^questionably ii China engages herself in 
the Tonqnin affair France will have great 
difficulty in opposing her. 
China can 
throw hundreds of thousands of men and 
a very formidable navy against the Frank. 
H at for all this we cannot entertain the 
belief th at China will be able to resist 
French encroachment, or th at the King of 
Ynnam can successfully contend w ith his 
late ally. 
There seems to be a wide mis­ 
apprehension on this subject. 
Some days 
ago wo sketched the origin of the difficulty 
between France and Annam. 
Since the 
w ar promises to be one of vastly greater 
importance than was anticipated, and as 
ita cause is m isapprehended by many, it is 
necessary to review the situation, th a t 
there may be a clear understanding of the 
whole m atter. 
The location, boundaries, 
product-!, populatiou, characteristics of the 
people, w ealth of the country, style of 
government in Tonquin, etc., we have al­ 
ready made clear. 
A t present, then, we 
consider the political situation and its his­ 
tory. 
Tonquin and Cochin China form 
th e kingdom 
of 
Annam. 
But 
Ton­ 
quin 
was 
a t 
one 
tim e 
recognized 
as 
a 
partial 
independency, 
subject, 
however, 
to 
the 
ultim ata 
control 
of the Annamese Emperor. 
Up to the fif­ 
teenth century the whole kingdom of 
Annam was a dependency of China. 
Sub. 
seuuently series of w ars between rival fac­ 
tions for control kept the conutry in tu r­ 
moil. 
Something like eighty-five years 
ago a honse succeeded in establishing itself, 
w ith sufficient firmness to command recog­ 
nition of the right to rule. 
B ut Cniua 
never relaxed her claim th at Annam should 
do her honor as her vassal, and upon Ton- 
cuin she especially made claims cf propri- 
torship, since she is npon the border-land 
■ nd separated from China by a great wall 
th a t was the result of the necessities of a 
nation which a few hundred years ago 
acted uniformly npon the defensive. 
In 
the last century an heir cf one of tbe 
royal 
houses of Cochin China, became 
a Christian, and, setting up his claim 
to the throne, 
secured 
French recog­ 
nition and 
aid, through the ir,licence 
of a French missionary bishop. 
W ith the 
aid of France the reigning heathen power 
was overthrow n and the new ruler formally- 
seated, who soon after brought Tonquin 
also under subjection. 
This King was 
Sguyn-anh, and the date of his accession 
was about 17>9-90. 
It m atters very little 
now w hether he was the rightful heir or 
not, or of the house en titled to the suc­ 
cession. 
T hat is a m a tte r which no power 
can settle, and concerning which the testi­ 
m ony on either side is valueless. 
A il th at 
civilised nations can do is to recognize the 
de faoto government which made the com­ 
pact w ith France under which it won its 
way to power. This King of Cochin China, 
on su bduing Tonquin, took on the title of 
Em peror of Annam. 
H e was known as 
Gyalong. 
H e was succeeded in 1820, and 
th e C h ristian s in the co u n try from th at 
tim e were persecuted w ith g reat sev erity, 
th e French freq u en tly interfering to p ro tect 
.i- in. 
A s late as 1857 the present ruler 


m urdered a Spanish bishop, aDd the French 
Government, under whose protection he 
entered the country, avenged him by many 
seizures and 
the reduction 
of several 
cities until, in 1862, the Em peror sued for 
peace, and ceded the French the posses­ 
sions they now hold in Cachin China and 
where most of their colonists had planted 
themselves long prior to the event. 
A t 
the tim e of the treaty convention 
the 
Tonqninese had risen against the Emperor, 
and were advancing upon him on one side 
while the French pressed him on the 
other. 
Once in possession under title, the 
French extended their influence in the 
country and lost no opportunity to en­ 
large their territory. 
They pressed the 
monarch for new concessions, and generally 
made life so miserable for him th at he 
called upon the Em peror of China to be­ 
friend him, and in return proposed to 
acknowledge the right of China as his 
Suzerain, to whom fealty and tribute was 
due. 
This led the French to demand a 
new treaty, which was made in 1S74-, the 
French recognizing the royal claims in full 
independency cf the Em peror of Annam, 
but exacting conditions which placed him 
in their power for all practical purposes. 
The foreign offices of the Empire were to 
be controlled by the French, C hristians to 
be protected, tbe chief porta throw n open 
to European nations, and the Bed river to 
be made free for navigation by the French, 
and the export by them of th e « ic ’a woods 
aud abundant products of 
the country 
along its banks, which include rice, eugar, 
tobacco, cinnamon, tea, spices, minerals, 
etc. 
For a tim e the French were unmo­ 
lested on the river, but the Tonqninese 
soon began to annoy them . 
Bands of 
Taeping rebels driven from China fell upon 
and massacred them ; 
small potentates 
forbade them 
entering stretches of the 
river w ithin certain bounds ; 
Tonquineee 
robber bands and rebels assailed them and 
drove them back down the river w ith 
heavy losses, and thus the stream was 
practically closed to them . 
Negotiations 
opened with China in this year, relative to 
brigands from her soil in Tonquin, resulted 
iu her offering to recognize a French pro­ 
tectorate over Tonquin, 
w ith a tract of 
land on the north border, to be known as 
neutral ground, on which China should 
have certain privileges; 
the French to 
have the right to navigate tbe Red river, 
and 
to continue 
their 
exports. 
But 
as 
this 
amounted 
to 
a 
recognition 
of the suzerainty of China over Tonquin, 
the French Government refused to accept 
the proffer. 
I t then notified the Emperor 
of Aonam of his inability to protect the 
French in their treaty rights, and th at the 
latter would undertake the task them ­ 
selves. 
He was asked to recognize this 
right, and the occupation of the territory 
by French forces, and their right to collect 
taxes and duties, for which he should he 
guaranteed his crown and one-third the 
revenues, the rem ainder being applied to 
expenses of government iu Tonquin and 
the construction of public works. 
The 
Em peror of China haB given counsel to the 
Emperor of Annam not tc consent, and 
has promised to aid him in resistance, and 
on this issue the war has opened. 
The 
treaties betw een Annam and France have 
been as greatly to the advantage of the 
former as the latter. French establishm ent 
in Tonquin m eant the opening up of a very 
rich country, the products of which com­ 
mand a high price. Kranee has never shown 
a disposition to oppress the Tocquinese or 
deprive them of the ju st profits of their 
products. 
H er course has been th at of a 
civilized nation, and such occupancy as she 
has m aintained in the country has greatly 
benefited this heathen people, enriched 
the 
industrious, 
bettered 
the 
condi­ 
tion 
of 
the 
poor, 
built 
up 
a 
large 
trade 
for 
the 
nation, 
and 
tended to 
break down 
th at 
miserable 
policy of 
closed ports, commercial exclusion and a 
sealed interior th at has m arked the course 
ot China, and w hich she would be glad to 
impress upon Annam. 
But, on the other 
hand, all France has done has been for her 
own aggrandizem ent, and it is necessary 
now to convince the world th at she has not 
lost vigor in her foreign policy. 
But with 
her usual rashness she proposes now to con­ 
trol the entire Annamese peninsula on the 
east side, and to open up a new route to 
the province of Yunan. 
Instead of send­ 
ing out a sufficient force to do this, Bhe 
moved but 500 infantry to the relief of 
Hanoi. 
This led the Tonqninese to under­ 
estim ate the strength cf their adversary, 
and they went over to the Chinese agents 
sent out to disaffect them . 
The King, who 
might have been turned from the intrigues 
of China, carried on a t the court of Hue 
for the last six years, saw Tonquin turn 
against the French, and was thus encour­ 
aged to coalesce w ith his im perial neigh­ 
bor, and as a result a long and unques­ 
tionably a bloody and costly war is throw n 
npon the hands of the Republic, which at 
the same tim e has troubles to contend with 
in quarters much nearer home. 


THE Wa r AMONG THE DOOTOSS. 


Tne American Medical Association at 
Cleveland last week refused to hear the 
plea of the very large body of respectable 
physicians of New York who hold th at it 
is their duty to give any applicant the ben- 
fit of their skill and advice to alleviate his 
sufferings or save his life, notw ithstanding 
the fact th at the patient n a y have already 
employed a doctor of a different school. 
The New York physicians hold th at it is a 
personal right to consult with whom they 
please, and th a t no code of ethics can 
bind them to do an inhum an or cruel 
thing. 
On the other hand, the Medical 
Society declares th at by enforcing the code 
only can the standard of excellence in tbe 
profession be m aintained. 
Practically this 
means th at the people m ust suffer if by 
error of judgm ent they have failed to con­ 
tract in the first place with those who 
acknowledge allegiance to 
the law 
of 
the 
code. 
The real question 
at issue 
is, 
“ Shall 
a regular physician 
give 
the benefit 
of 
his 
skill 
and knowl­ 
edge to a patient 
on 
the application 
of an irregular physician ? ” 
Applied to 
some professions the negative answer to 
this question would be abhorrent. 
The 
clergyman does not refuse the offices of 
the cburcb to one who has consulted the 
m inister of a differing creed. 
W ith, him 
“ it is never too late to mend ” is the rule 
th at governs. 
This disagreement among 
the doctors has led 2S0 of the more diatin- 
guished physicians of New York to repu­ 
diate the “ code," has placed the New 
Y'ork city and tbe 
State societies at 
swords points, and has incidentally led to 
the resignation of a professorship by Dr. 
Howe at Bellevue. 
The question will 


never be Bettled until it is settled right, 
and if we read the world’s past correctly, 
th at settlem ent will be made on the plane 
of tbe broadest tolerance and tbe greatest 
personal liberty in the exercise of jndg- 
ment among physiciane. 
As tbe conflict 
now etands it has taken on tbe form of a 
very bitter contest, amounting to proscrip­ 
tion for opinion's sake, and perhaps it is 
best, since the hottest fights are soonest

THE WOBKIHGMEH’g SCHOOLS. 


In another column our New Y'ork corre­ 
spondent gives a plain and interesting d e­ 
scription of the W orkingm en's School in 
New Y'ork, founded and m aintained by the 
Society for Ethical Culture. 
The school is 
conducted upon the principle of the kinder­ 
garten so far as object teaching is con­ 
cerned, by carrying the system up to 
grades for.elder pnpils, by w hat Professor 
A dler term s -‘The Creative M ethod." 
It 
teaches not only by objects, but instructs 
in the construction of objects, and culti­ 
vates the creative or inventive faculty, and 
while fertilizing the intellect it instructs 
the bands. 
The scheme is to send out the 
boy or girl of the poor family, a t the age of 
fourteen or fifteen, w ith ability to earn his 
or her living, a n i taught w hat he or she 
knows by actual exoeriment and applica­ 
tion. 
Professor AuKr, in speaking of the 
Bchool, says : “ There are two antagonistic 
parties whose watcoword ‘industrial edu­ 
cation ’ has alike become. 
The one seeks 
to make the mass of m ankind more ma­ 
chine-like than they already are, though 
with tbe proviso th at they shall be made 
more peifect machines, more skillful to in­ 
crease w ealth and to feed the channels of 
the m anufacturer’s profits. 
The 
other 
party, standing a t the opposite pole of 
thought, seeks rather to elevate the messes, 
to more completely develop the hum anity 
of the yenng, and looks upou technical and 
art education in the school as a novel aud 
admirable means for achieving this result.” 
The plan of the school proceeds upon the 
application of “ The Creative M ethod" to 
the training of the intellect and the forma­ 
tion of character. 
For instance, Adler ex­ 
plains, the work on which the pupil is en­ 
gaged in the school workshop will make 
his conception of the fundam ental geomet­ 
rical relations unusually clear and distinct. 
The practical application of the theory is 
sketched by our 
correspondent, 
whose 
letter 
will 
be 
found 
interesting, 
w ithout 
entering 
into 
argum enta 
tive 
consideration of the theories 
in­ 
volved. 
In this 
connection it is to be 
noted th a t industrial schools are taking 
very prom inent positions in educational 
systems and m ere attention is being given 
them now than at any previous time. The 
Finsbury 
Technical 
College 
is an in­ 
stitution recently opened in England for 
pupils from 14 to 17, by day, with an even­ 
ing school for apprentices and workmen. 
The day school gives the preparatory train­ 
ing, and the evening school instructs those 
already at work how better to accomplish 
their tasks, 
The college has four depart­ 
ments, educational, engineering, chemical 
and mechanical. 
The school differs from 
the New Y ork institution in th at it is for 
elder pupils, does not instruct in any par­ 
ticular handicraft, b ut aims at such gen­ 
eral training as will give an intelligent 
comprehension of principles and manual 
dexterity. 
All these experiments, and 
there are several, will be observed by edu­ 
cators 
w ith 
profound 
interest. 
They 
promise to solve the problem of apprentice­ 
ship and the tyranny of the “ U nions” 
which propose to control the num ber that 
shall enter npon mechanical training. 


THE FSDIT CHOP. 


An impression has gained ground that 
the California fruit crop will be very lim­ 
ited this year. 
From advices received 
here from authorativo Bources we are ena­ 
bled to correct the error. 
The fruit yield 
in the valley counties will result in an 
average crop. 
Berries, it is true, have 
been m ostly destroyed. 
C urrants alone 
have been injured to such an extent as to 
occasion very heavy loss. 
Thus a t San 
Lorenzo the damage to currants is placed 
at figures varying from -750,000 to $100,000. 
Solano county alternates every other year 
w ith good and bad crops of apricots. 
Thi9 
is an “ off year” w ith th a t county, yet its 
apricot yield will be 65 peí cent, iu amount 
of last year’s crop. 
Apricots in Sacra­ 
mento, Y'olo and Yulm promise a large 
yield, but recently a fungus has appeared 
on the fruit which is attributable to a t­ 
mospheric causes, and will render much of 
it unfit for canning, bnt not for other uses. 
Peaches and apples will return a fair crop 
throughout the valleys. 
Plum s will not 
be abundant. 
Cherries have given a fair 
yield. 
Of pears there will be a great 
abundance. 
In every locality the promise 
is good for a fine grapa crop. 
On the 
whole, then, our figures indicate a fair 
fruit crop in the valley sections, and but 
little from the higher m ountain counties. 
Tbe export of fruit will this year be fully 
equal t 
‘hat of last, and Eastern pur­ 
chasers have even made more extensiva 
preparations for forwarding than in 1S82 ; 
s t the same tim e the canneries will p ut up 
fully as much fruit a; in th at year. 
These 
dealers, it m ust be remembered, are carry­ 
ing over from last year quite a heavy stock. 
As to fruit prices, the indications are th at 
lower figures will rule thau in 1SS2, except 
in a few varieties th a t are scarce.

In W ashington comity, Maine, recently, 
an Indian of the Passamaquoddy tribe was 
heard before a Grand Ju ry in his own de­ 
fense on a proposition to indict him for 
killing deer in the close season. 
His in­ 
genious plea cf exem ption from the law 
was fallacious. 
He produced treaties with 
his tribe perm itting its members to hunt 
and fish freely, and for which they gave 
lands and made concessions of acknowl­ 
edged rights. 
T ee eloquence which is 
traditional w ith so m any of his race was 
made m anifest in his peroration, when, 
w ith flashing 
eyes 
snd extended arm, 
sweeping in graceful gesticulation, he ex- 
ctaimed in bitter tones : 
“ W e search the 
record in Machias County Jail, and we Snd 
no Indian ever been there on a charge of 
m urder, or robbery, or any other crime. 
No, sir, cot one Indian. 
Because they 
keep their promises ; and we still go on 
farther, and search the record in State 
Trison, we find also the eatne—no Indian 
of Passamaquoddy ever been there on a 
charge of crime ; because th ey keep their 
treaties, aDd your people will clear them ­ 
selves by telling lies. ’ 
The Chief s elo­ 
quence, and 
perhaps the incisive charge 
made against the pale faces, secured him a 


victory, 
and 
the 
indictm ent was 
not 
found. 


THE 
U0VEMEKT 
AMONG 
THE 
COL- 
JtEGES. 


Columbia College, of New Y ork, after a 
long and bitter debate has introduced 
a plan of examination under which women 
can gain adm ittance there, pursue the 
course in the same classes if they wish, 
aDd obtain as high a certificate of scholar­ 
ship as their brothers. 
And why not ? 
Rev. Morgan Dix does not bslitve in the 
higher education of women, because, he 
says, it assumes th at there is a lower edu­ 
cation, when, in fact, the proper education 
for woman ia a high education. 
The as- 
umption need not be indulged in, for it is a 
fact. 
A lower education for women has 
been the rule, but all the tendencies are 
now making towards the abolition of the 
distinction. 
But Mr. Dix believes co-edu­ 
cation to be m ischievous; th at the sexes 
should not be educated together, and th a t 
“ higher education for woman ” claims co­ 
education to be an essential. 
In th at he is 
m istaken. 
Co-edncation is a distinct ques­ 
tion. 
Education of woman, he says, should 
be only for her work. 
B u t w hat is her 
work ? 
In th at question the whole is­ 
sue 
resides, 
and 
the Trustees of 
Co­ 
lumbia 
appear 
to 
have 
solved 
the 
problem, to their own satisfaction at least. 
Their decision amounts to this : “ 'W e will 
give woman equal opportunity, and she 
will determ ine for herself w hat is her 
w ork." 
This is the common sense view of 
the m atter, and answers completely Mr. 
Dix’s finely-drawn speculations concern­ 
ing two beings whom God has given differ­ 
ent places in His world, and different mis­ 
sions, and to each a distinct and complete 
“ furniture of abilities, qualities and en­ 
dowments, intended to produce such ex­ 
quisite harmony as is made by divers 
notes draw n from divers strings.” 
He 
holds, in short, th at the work of educa­ 
tion demands a power of discrim inating 
between things unlike, and a devout and 
profound recognition of the immense, the 
impassable distance between the sexeB, as 
fixed by the act of the Creator and sec­ 
onded by natural laws, which cannot be 
broken w ith impunity. 
Very well ; 
if 
there exists this intellectual gulf, the a t­ 
tem pt to give woman equal education with 
man will determine it, and woman will 
fail. 
B ut thus far she has not failed. 
She 
has shown capacity of development quite 
equal to th at of man, and if she has not 
made m anifest the reeults of her acquire­ 
ments, or has allowed her faculties to rust, 
it does not prove th at it was an injury in 
the firBt place to open the door of oppor­ 
tu n ity to her. 
The highest civilization of 
the race is to be attained by the intellectual 
progression of the sexe3 side by side. Give 
the opportunity; woman, in the very nature 
of things, will not avail of it bo largely as 
man ; but for ail that, give the opportunity. 
This enlargem ent of the bounds of such 
colleges as Columbia, will have a beneficial 
effect npon the preparatory schools for 
girls, and we shall find as the doors of the 
higher institutions open wider, th at the 
curriculum of the seminary will be en­ 
larged, elevated and lifted out of the or­ 
dinary groove. 
Iu this connection it may­ 
be of interest to the friends of woman’s 
higher education to learn th a t Dr. M ary 
Putnam Jacobi, one of the brightest of 
medical scholars, has been appointed, not 
only Professor of Diseases of Children in 
the New Y’ork Post G raduate M edical 
School, but " b y virtue of 
her atta in ­ 
m ents,” says the New Y’ork Star, “ she 
has been ntm eil to be lecturer to the male 
stu d en ts” on th at subject. 
This woman

W ho has not heard of the kindergarten 
school m ethods? 
W’e all know w hat they 
m ean—the draw ing out and developing of 
the faenltiea of the child, and the inculca­ 
tion of knowledge.through means addressed 
to the child’s imagination, fancy, natural 
tastes, and natural desire to be amused. 
Thus a kindergarten school is really a play 
school, where study is not a task, and 
where object teaching in its simplest forms 
is the method of instruction. 


WE HAVE HERE, 
In New Y'ork, a society for ethical cult­ 
ure. 
Dr. Felix A dler is its director. 
He 
is among the more advanced of the liberal 
thinkers of the day. 
B ut he is by no 
means so radical as to live in the cloud- 
land of theory. 
Very far from i t ; he is a 
practical man in the severe sense. 
His 
theories he desires to tee worked out to 
practical results. 
Adler and the society 
named, of which he is the chief, believe 
th at the kindergarten sjetem is applicable 
to elder children. 
T nat object teaehiug in 
the realm of industrial education is the 
best of all teaching, and th at the very best 
work we can do 


KO R THE POOR 
Is to be educate them , and at the same 
tim e give them the means to use or apply 
w hat they learn. 
The ordinary school, 
says the society, turns the boy out in­ 
structed, but helpless. 
He caDnot do any­ 
thing. 
But w ith our school, we will turn 
them out instructed in practical methods. 
If we teach him m athematics, we show 
him their use in carpentry, masonry, cabi­ 
net work, etc. 
If we teach him chem istry 
and philosophy, we show him how to ap­ 
ply the principles in the production of 
food, the preparation of clothing, etc., and 
so on by like methods. 
Thus, according 
to the Adler school, the boy or girl leavts 
it knowing how to do something by which 
an honest living can be earned at once. 


THIS IS A GREAT WORK, 
If it will work. 
I have jn st visited the 
school—or rather on four different days 
I have visited its sections. 
Shall I en­ 
deavor to explain it ? 
I t is difficult to do, 
and no ordinary letter will be long enough 
to do so in detail. 
I will therefore speak 
of it in general terms, and touch upon the 
principles involved, for I believe they may 
be applied in every city in the whole coun­ 
try, and th at they solve the question of 
industrial education. 
The school was es­ 
tablished in Forty-sixth street over five 
years ago, and the teachers were volun­ 
teers. 
Very soon salaried teachers had to 
be employed. 
I t began w ith a simple kin­ 
dergarten. 
In three years some of the 
kindergarten pupils were too large for the 
prim ary grades. 
W hat should be done 
with them ? 
“ I will carry them into up­ 
per kindergarten grades,” said Adler, and 
he went to work w ith his society at his 
back. 
How did he succeed ? 


YOU SHALL SEE, 
He noted th at the little ones in school de­ 
veloped their tastes and inclinations ; some 
had an aptitude for construction, some for 
copying, some for originating, some for 
fine handiwork, some for heavy manual vo­ 
cations. 
“ Now ,” said he to his teachers, 
“ we will direct these pupils in these chan­ 
nels, where we are certain they have fixed 
tastes, and those the children will develop 
in to the best advantage.” 
They found 
out th at physically a child can endure a 
certain degrre of work, and be all the bet­ 
ter for it. 
The new instruction, therefore, 
was graduated to tn at knowledge. 
So the 
“ W orkingm an’s School” was established. 
I t consists of eight grades. 
W hen the 
child has been three years in the kinder­ 
garten he passes to the eighth grade, from 
that, in one year, to the seventh, from that 
to the sixth, etc. 
Thu3 at the end of eight 
years the child is from 14 to 1C, and is 
turned out and finished, not only w ith a 
practical English education, but w ith a 
trade, or at least w ith the means of subse. 
quent perfection in a trade, and the pres­ 
ent ability to earn a living, and fully ac­ 
quainted w ith the necessity for labor and 
economy, and the very best means of m ak­ 
ing labor pay. 


HOW LS THIS DONE? 
I will endeavor to explain. 
Tho chil­ 
dren are all from the poorer class ; those 
whose labor is early needed to aid the 
family. 
Their tuition is free, and even 
clothing is given those too distressed to 
furnish proper garments. 
The girls are 
nearly all clothed py tbe ladies of the so- 
eietv. 
The buiidin'g is 50 by 92 feet, and 
is li vo stories high, with a ground floor 
hall addition th at will scat 9S0 children. 
This building cost $86,550. 
Now the “ So­ 
ciety for Ethical C uitare ” has certain re­ 
ligious views, but it in no way introduces 
them into this school. 
As a consequence, 
many people contributed the money for the 
building, to aid the organization, who do 
not at all believe with l ’r.jfesaor A dler’s 
society. 
These people also aid it in raising 
the $13,000 a year needed to keep the 
school moving. 


THE SYSTEM OF TEACHING 
Is according to w hat A dler calls tbe 
“ creative method 
th at is, jie teaches 
th at lessons in production of objects is an 
advanced kindergarten system. 
Iu the 
latter children lesrn from objects ; in the 
former they reproduce them to create 
others. 
H e holds th at the induafrial edu­ 
cators make the m istake of making the 
pupils 
machines. 
His 
method is to 
teach them how to produce w hat they 
need, and, so far as is possible, to evolve 
the means of doing so from their own 
knowledge. 
The inventive faculty, there­ 
fore, is w bat he largely cultivates. 
This 
creative m ethod, by which the child is not 
only taught how to execute, machine-like, 
but to develop originality and elevate his 
hum anity—is tanght, indeed, how to thina 
and reason as well as to act and do—this 
creative method, the society holds, de 
velops and trains the intellect, refines the 
taste and directs the impulses of the char­ 
acter in the channels th at they manifest 
as most agreeable to the being. 
In the 
school-room the child is not only taught 
the forms and dimensions of, say the tri­ 
angle, rhomboid, iquare, cylinder, circle, 
etc., but is taught to produce the objects 
in wood or metal and dem onstrate their 
p roper ies and forms, and apply them to 
something he knows of and can under­ 
stand. 
KNOWLEDGE THUS ACQUIRED 
He cannot forget. 
I t is forever impressed 
npon him. 
Then, his next lesson carries 
him to combinations of forms and objects, 
and he applies them , and tests their rela­ 
tion to each other, and the effects of the 
combinations. 
All this tim e be is learning 
to handle tools, to conquer materials, to 
m anufacture, and while he ¡3 being tanght 
m athematics, is applying every lesson. 
I 
do not know if I make myself clear. 
I 
hope the reader gets a glimmering, at least, 
of tbe idea. 
T ae children come to the 
echooi workshops at 9 a . m. and remain 
nntil noon, and retn m at 1 and 
re­ 
main 
until 4, bn t tbe 
little 
kinder­ 
garteners are released for the day s t noon. 
Age, sex, color, condition, or religion of 
parents or belief, is not taken into account. 
AU th at is asked is, “ Is it a child out of 
which we can make a self-reliant man or 
woman ?” 
So popular is this school that, 
though there are now between 300 and 400 
scholars, there are over 150 applications 
fcr places th at cannot be granted. 
In 


book-teaching, reading, w riting, arithm etic, 
geography, philosophy, and a few other 
studies, is comprised the curriculum. In the 
workshops there are no limits. 
A child 
may undertake almost anything. 
The 
book and work lessons alternate, so th at 
fatigue at neither results. 
The work 
lessons are by divisions. 
Thus, one di- 
viaios relates to 


“ SHELTER.” 
T his includes every kin d of w ood, stone, 
brick, iron and glass building. 
“ F o o d ” 
inclndes w ork in all kin d s of grain, etc., 
th e stu a y of th e ir grow th, and th e tra n s­

sh elter d ep sr m ent w ere 
bey s fram ing,

Iu th e m achine d ep artm en t tbe 
boys are ta u g h t how to woi k m etals, stan d 
a t th» lathe, shape, draw , jo in and w ork 
o u t m etals, clear dow n to th e m aking of 
m in iatu re steam engines. 
T h ere is a d e ­ 
p artm en t of m eohanicil draw ing, w here 
boys draw designs, aEd th en go to th e 
scroll saw s and c u t them cu t, and m easure 
and a d ju st them . 
So in geom etry, th e boy 
or girl is ta u g h t to draw th e figures, and 
th e n given card board from w hich to con 
B truct them .

grade. 
I t is therefore as y e t in p art an ex ­ 
perim ent. 
As each y ear com es on, th e 
h ard er w ork com es, and th e society w ill be 
req u ired to prepare for it. 
So a t th e end 
of th e eighth y ear we should expect, if th e 
system fails not, th a t th e lads w ill be very 
com petent m echanics, and w ill be m aking 
fu rn itu re, building cabinets, co n stru ctin g 
m achinery, running m ills, grin d in g flour, 
b u ilding 
bridges, etc. 
A t least, th is is 
w h at is looked forw ard to. 
T h e one th in g 
th reaten in g th e society is th is— th e liabil­ 
ity of p aren ts to call aw ay th e ir children 
before th e system has been gone th ro u g h 
hy th e pupil. 
T his, by necessity, m u st in 
m any ca3es occur, and it w ill re ta rd th e 
w ork to a degree. 
T here are th in g s ab o u t 
th is school full of suggestion—seine things 
capable of im provem ent, som e errors, some 
falee theories, b u t th ere is so m uch m ore of 
good in it, so m uch w o rth h earing about, 
th a t I have tb o u sh t best to devote th is en ­ 
tire le tte r to a eeneral view of th e schem e.

Testimony of Five W itnesses for the De­ 
fense — T hat Kaffety Was One of the 
Coroner's Ju ry Clearly Proven. 


The Troai examination was resumed at 9 
A. M. yesterday. 
Miss Belle Gaffney was 
called and deecrihed the inclosure at Troai’s 
residence, the trees and shrubbery therein, 
etc., at the time of the homicide. 
The porch 
and door of the house were vety minutely de­ 
scribed. 
The frame-wcrk covering what ehe 
termed the porch had very lit'le slant. The 
frame-work of the porch or arhor was suffi­ 
ciently high to offer no obstruction to the 
view from the door. 
The ground west of the 
house slanted a little. 
A t the close of the testimony of Mias Gaff­ 
ney the 
District Attorney a vid, "Y .ior 
Honor, that is our cose.” The defense called 
as their finit witness 


MBS. A. M. WHITE, 
Who was also the first witness for the prose­ 
cution. 
Wit*ieEs said : I went to Troai’s 
p. use sbout 6 o'clock on the evening of the 
j homicide. 
M-. Tr*ai came to my house in 
i an excited manner, caught me by the 
j shoulders and exclaimed, “ Oh, Mrs. W hite, 
M argarets is dead ; John has killed her.” 
In V-e than five minutes I started with Troai 
for bis k mae, having called my husband ar.d 
told bim the news. 
Troai beseeched my hus­ 
band also to com-, and a* s.gm as he could he 
followed, and overtook us when we had got 
about one-third of fbe way 
Before starting 
from the bouse, Mr. Wrote dispatched the 
buys f <r an nffic r. 
Troai on the w*y cried, 
moaned, called frequent.y on his Maker, and 
talked in X - -- i i 011 
I staid at Troai’a place 
until rear 2 o’clock in the morning, when I 
W e n t to Mrs. Gaffney's place. 
While at 
Troai’s place I picked up the thing* scattered 
around the house, and swept it out. While 
sweeping 1 discovered bltod on the floor, 
about a step in«ide - f the middle door. There 
wire drops of blood on the floor—say from 
ten to twenty. 
I sow none on the steps, but 
on the ground where she lay there was a con­ 
siderable quantiiy of blood. 
When I ewept 
the floor the spots looked quite bright and 
red. 
In size they were between that c-f a ten­ 
cent piece and a quarter. 
I called them 
dio.is bt cause they were rcuod and not spat­ 
ters. 
When I first discovered the blood I 
was alone in the bouse with the corpse. 
Iu 
describing the l.o nicide to parties who came 
in during the evening 1 would say,

member cubing the attention of Mrs. Boanl- 
niar, Mrs. Scott nud Miss Nellie Titos to 
the blood, ar.d they saw it the same as I did. 
Henry Scott saw *be same thiDg. 
I was in 
the room during the Coroner’s examination. 
The following persons were on the ju ry : 
Wi's .o, 
Craig, Preuty, Pewetfc, Daniels, 
Kaffety and White. 
I know that Mr. llaf- 
fety was one of the jurors, and etood with 
them during the session of the Coroner’s jury 
around the bed of the deceased. 
The reason 
that I am so positive about Mr. Ruffery 
being iu Ihe room at the time the inquest was 
being held, and that be participated in the 
proceedings, is that he was a stranger to me. 
I asked my husband who be was, and be re­ 
I plied, “ That is the sheep m ar.” 
I said : I 
¡ “ I t is not Mr. W riston?” 
He replied: 
“ N o : r.ot W riator, but W riston’s partner, 
i Mr. llille’y.” 
I have se"n Rsffety to know 
Í him since, and know that he was the person 
I that was present. 
The first time I saw him 
I in the house I thought he was a gentleman

W itness describid the di­ 
rection and distunce her horns is from that 
j of Tro i s. and described the road connecting 
j the two places. 
I could hear Troai calling 
1 when he came to my houso before he was in 
! sight. He was exclaiming : “ On, Mr. White, 
come here! On, Mr. W hite, come h ere!” 
¡ I was on the back porch of our house when 
I he first carne up 
I t was the morning after 
j the homicide that I swept and cleaned up the 
i house of Mr. Troai. 
I heard a rei*ort of a 
I guu iu the direction of Overcneyer’s about 
j twenty minutes before Troai came to our 
I place. 
I was at the supper table Lt the time, 
j My husband remarked : “ They are 


HAVING TROUBLE OVER AT TROAI’S,” 
And I suggested he had better go ov-r, and 
j he said be wished to have nothing to do with 
them. 
The reason my hushard had for sup­ 
posing there woe trouble at Troai’s place was 
not on account of the gun shot, but the hal- 
looaing that he heard. 
Witness related the 
scene at the house of Troai the same as ehe 
did when on the stand the first time, when 
she was a witness for the prosecution. 
The 
cross-exaotina'i n by the District Attorney 
was long and tedious in regard to the blood 
on the fl o r, and ho made an assertion to the 
Court, whr-n remoustroted with by the Judge 
for his pi reristeucy in that direction, that he 
wanted to find out whether she had seen any 
blood or not. 
T h:s insinuation as to the ve­ 
racity i f the wune-s brought tears to her 
eves. The witness ia her cross examination, 
which was very «evo.e, did not deviate in the 
least particular f-om the testimouy given in 
her direct testimony. 


UBS. FRANK TltOAT, 
Wife of the brother of the defendant, was 
the next witness sworn : I know the defend­ 
ant, and was acquainted with the deceased. 
Arrived there about 2 o’clock the day sue- 
I obseived blood on 
the H >or, efarting from the middlb door to­ 
ward the west. 
The blood was sprinkled 
like drops of rain through the floor. 
Some 
were smaller and some larger thau a ten cent 
piece. 
There were also a few drops of blood 
on the lowest step. 
I was iu the house dur­ 
ing the time the testimony was being taken 
at the Coroner’s inquest. 
The jury were all 
strangeis tom e. 
J saw Mr. It. ffety sitting 
between two infuopposite the Coroner in the 
front room duiing the time the testimony 
was being taken before the jury. 
Hava seen 
Itsffety since, end am positive he was there 
as I have stated. 
I have known Sam Troai 
for ten years, and knew his wife eight years. 
When they were first married they lived for 
a long time on onr place. 
We frequently vis­ 
ited, and Sam and his wife 


GOT ALONG NICELY TOC.ETHEB, 
And Mrs. Troai always spoke of Mr. Troai 
as being very kind to her ; that he alwayB 
anticipated her desires, and seemed as though 
he could not do enough for her. 
After they 
left thtre I sometimes visited them and 
stayed a week at a time, and never was told 
by either that they had any trouble, and 
never saw anything myself that would lead 
me to believe ih .i they did not live harmo- 
ui usly. 
Cross-examiuatinn : I live in M arysville; 
left my husband about a year eg , and got 
my bill of divorce in April last. 
A t the 
lime of the murder I was living east of Galt. 
Wnen I meet my husband I treat bim as a 
gentiem.n and pass the time of day with 
him. 
I was out io hi* place a few days since 
f-rth e gur;osc of seeing my children ; have 
bten seen on the streets with him in this 
city, but the circumstances were such that I 
could not avoid it. 
I knew but few of the 
peo .te who were assimbisd at the house of 
Troai the day the inquest was held. 


SAW RAFVF.TY ON THE JURY,

told him who we were and what we were 
looking for. 
We immediately heard two 
shots, and I said, “ They have Bhot h im ; 
they have killed him, or he has shot them ; 
let us go to their assistance.” 
We immedi­ 
ately etsrted in the direction of the shots. 
lUffety passed n?, riding rapidly, on horse­ 
back. 
W hen we found them we all returned 
to Lentinrs cabin and made a thorough 
search of his house. 
We found lead, e*ugs, 
shot, caps and some eggs. 
Then 


AT THE INVITATION OF RAFFETY 
We went to his place and had our supper. 
II .ffety had a large pistol which he carried 
with him. 
He took Jackson and myself to 
«me side, back of his cabin, and said he wss 
sorry we had not informed him at first, that 
he wiuid have run Leatini down ; that he 
would like to lasso him ; that ha would give 
$50 to have got a ih t at him. 
He said he 
believed Pete knew all about the m urder; 
for us to keep a c! -e watch on Pete, and 
that the food in John’s cabin he believed 
Pete had prepared for Lentini. 
Kaffety at 
no time evtr intimated that Lentini was 
im veent or accused Troai of the murder. 
I 
said to K»ffety, “ I will have to t k9 your 
men to serve on the Coroner’s jury." Raffe- 
ty said he could not spare h s men, bat he 
would get on his horse and assist me in secur­ 
ing the jury. 
Kaffety went with us. 
I 
swore all of them as jurymen. 
Kaffety wa­ 
in the baildir*--, stood up, held np his right 
hand, and was sworn as a juryman. 


HE WAS THE MOST CONSPICUOUS MAN 
In the affair during the entire trial. 
After 
all the testimony was in I prepared what I 
thought would be a i-uitable verdict for the 
occaaion, read it to the jury, and asked them 
if that was cot correct, remarking if it did 
r.oi suit their views we would frame another. 
Tney all said it was right, snd particularly 
Kaffety, who in speaking of Lentini charged 
him with the murder, and sail repeatedly. 
“ I t was a willful murder—a willful murder.” 
I read the entire verdict from t p to bottom, 
and did not omit anyt- ing. 
They all signe-l 
the verdict, including K -ffety, knowing tall 
well the contents of the paper they were 
signing. 
Kaffety all th9 lime seemed to he 
extremely anxious to cantnre Lentini. There 
was nothing but the friendliest feelings ex­ 
isted between myself, the officers and Kaf- 
fsty. The clothing of Mrs. Troai, and other 
evidfuce secured by me at that time, I left 
at my place of bnpiueas whea I sold cut, but 
my successor seems to have loBt it. 
The shot 
tb s’. I took from the body of the deceased 
compared in eize with that found iu the cabin 
cf Lentir.i. 
The appearance of the wound 
indicated that almost if not the entire charge 
of shot had tntered the body. The wound on 
the arm was very Blight. 
I extracted eleven 
phot from the body wi:h a pair of pincers. I 
should judge her to be iu hight about 5 f-et 4 
inches, and a very heavy woman—weighing 
one nnndred and seventy-five or one hundred 
and eighty pounds. 
The wound was about 
six or seven inches in diameter, and indicated 
that it was a very close-shooting guu or else 
the person who did tha bhootiug stood close 
to his victim. 


RAFFETY STATED TO US 
T hat Pete, he thought, knew all about the 
murder, and for us to keep a cl se watch ou 
him and not iet him be interviewed. 
He 
said he had heard eome sheep bleating in the 
direction of Le itiai’s house, and was going 
to look af er them, but was dissuaded from 
so doing by Pete, who apparently was afraid 
to have him go to .Tohn’a cabin, 
I don't 
think it possible that I could have picked nr* 
and cursied the body of the deceased ; a dead 
body is much more difficult to carry than a 
live ona. 
K-ff.-iy was ltfc to watch th" cabin 
of Len*ini the same night after the inqtits! 
w>‘ held. 
He agreed and promised to do sc 
and Sheriff Heilfcron instructed him to cap­ 
ture l*entini without killing him, if possible. 
Cross-ixamination—Going from Galt to the 
scene of the murder I met Mr. Scott. 
Scott 
at that time did not tell us that ii“ ru-pi- 
cioned that Kaffety knew anything about 
the affair. 


KAFFETY’a ENTIRE CONDUCT INDICATED 
That he thongbt Lentini was guilty of mur­ 
der, and he seemed anxious to see the m ur­ 
derer arrested. 
I was Corcner of Sacramento 
county for five years. 
Kxamined the wound 
sufficiently for the purpjse of ascertaining if 
it was sufficient to causa dea.h. 
Did not 
hold a post-mortem examination, but exam­ 
ined the wound as well as I could without 
the aid of probes and surgical instruir ent». 
Neither the body nor clothing were burned 
with powder. The gnn shot and slugs f und 
in L ertini’s cabin were at the head of his 
bed. 
The shot that I took out of the box was 
about No. G in siz?. 
I gave the shot to Jack­ 
son. 
The verdict of the Cor i.er’s jury in 
this case was not filed in the County Clerk’s 
cffica as required by few. 
It was given to 
Mr. Lee some weeks ago hy witcers. 
He 
was not aware that lie had it, and supposed 
it had been filed with the County Citric, but 
when it was inquired for by Mr. Lee, he 
searched through his papers and found the 
missing document.

ROLLINS, SWORN : 
I know the defendant Troai. The next day 
after the murder I accompanied Frank Troai 
and his wife to the tee no of the murder. 
I 
8 -<v blood oa the H n r of the west room. 
[His testimony in regard to the blood found 
in the hon e was corroborative of the testi­ 
mony of-M rs Troai.] 
Mr?. M. J . Daniel?, recalled—1 was at 
Troai’s houBe on the night that the inquest 
was held. 
Mr. K -ffety was one of the acting 
jurors. 
Tha jurors all stoed up, Raff ty 
with tha res’, and took the oath. Kaffety 
was in the room all the time. 
The Coroner 
read the verdict he had prepared, and it was 
scquiesced io. 
Kaffety was in the room with 
the rest of them. The Sheriff then addressed 
the people present, and said that Lrntini was 
the murderer, and asked them all to try to 
capture him, and to do so withont killing 
him, if possible. 


IN WASHING THE WOUND 
I frunJ a piece of lead in the wound which 
had been cat with a penknife, and what is 
called a sing. 
H er hacd would cover all the 
wounds in the side of the deceased. 
She was 
quite positive as to the size of the wound, 
saying she bad assisted the Coroner in his in­ 
vestigation. H er testimony was corroborative 
throughout of the testimony of Mrs. Troai, 
Mrs. White, Mr. Rollins and ex-Coroner 
V trm ilya. 
A t 5:15 p m the examination was adjourned 
to í* a 
11 to-day. 
I t will be remembered 
that Ksffety swore po-i i ely that he was not 
in Trosi’g Lease during the time the Coro­ 
ner’s inquest was being held, and that be was 
not one of the Coroner’s jury. The prosecu­ 
tion also endeavored to prove by their wit­ 
ness s that the re was no blood on the floor. 
In all probability the exatrioati n will con­ 
tinue for eeversl days. So far, to a common 
observ r, but iittle light has been thrown 
upon this mysterious murder, and no doubt, 
before the examination closes, there will be 
development? made that will cot only point 
directly to the fiend who committed this hor­ 
rible crime, but also be the means of bringing 
to justice the perpetrators of other murders 
which have been committed in that vicinity.

MISCELL AdTEOUS. 


T he M ount W h itn ey observations show 
th e sun to be h o tte r th a n w as supposed. 
T he h eat received a t th e e a rth ’s surface is 
probably m ore by one-half th a n wa3 e sti­ 
m ated by U erschel and I ’ouillet, and even 
m aterially exceeds th e values assigned by 
m ore recent investigators. 
I t w ould in 
one y ear m elt a c ru st of ice over th e 
whole sunw ard half of th e ea rth six h u n ­ 
d red feet th ick . 
T his is, of course a sta te ­ 
m en t in very round num bers. T he scientific 
p h rase w ould be th a t th e su n ’s v ertical e n ­ 
ergy could raiRe th e tem p eratu re of one 
dram of distilled w ater th ree degrees cen­ 
tig rad e per m in u te for each cen tim eter of 
th e e a rth ’s surface 
nom inally exposed. 
H aving supplied ns w ith an increased 
am o u n t of heat, th e M ount W h itn ey ex­ 
p erim ents also favor ns w ith new figures 
of in ten ser heat. 
T he estim ates of H er- 
scbel and P ouillet m ade th e tem p eratu re 
of space 22 1 below th e zero of F ahrenheit. 
T oe new results carry it dow n n early to 
th e calculations for th e absolute zero, th e 
absence of all h eat, say m inus 459° F . 
To 
th e non scientific m ind th e d istin ctio n b e­ 
tw een such far-dow n tem p eratu re is not 
u n lik e th a t betw een th e pains of rh eu m a­ 
tism and those of gout— th e first being as 
from a thum bscrew tw isted to th e last 
p o in t of hum an endurance, th e gout giving 
one tu rn m ore. 
F u rth e r, it appears th a t th e d irect h e a t­ 
ing pow er of th e sun cannot raise a th e r­ 
m om eter q u ite 50’ F . above its su rro u n d ­ 
ings, w h atev er th ey m ay be. 
If we su p ­ 
pose th e whole globe a therm om eter, and 
w ith o u t an atm osphere, th e sun could 
only h eat it 50’ above th e cold of space, 
leaving it a t about m inus 400’ F. u n d er full 
sunshine. 
T he in tern al h eat of th e earth 
m ay be disregarded in these calculations. 
I t seem s paradoxical to say th a t, if th e 
atm osphere w ere rem oved from th e earth , 
its surface w ould receive m ore h eat and 
y e t be m uch colder. 
B ut this is a fact of 
th e sam e kind as our experience in ascend­ 
ing a m ountain. 
T he atm osphere does in ­ 
deed cu t off a great deal of heat, b u t on 
tn e o th er hand ú keeps a g reat d ealo f th a t 
w hich it perm its to pass through. 
W hen 
th e air is heated np to its retaining capac­ 
ity an “ e q u ilib riu m ” u established. 
To 
illu stra te : 
Let us im agine a U rge, em pty, 
w indow less hall, w ith tw o doors p artially 
o b stru cted by C entennial tnrn-stiles, one 
for en try and ono for exit. 
A procession 
of 100 person* en ters per m inute. 
A t first 
th e re is ab u n d an t room ; few w ant to com e 
out. 
A t th e end of th e second or th ird 
m in u te perhaps only th ree people are leav­ 
in g for one hun d red arriving. 
A fte r a 
longer in terv al th e num ber of dep artin g 
g uests is m uch greater. 
A t last th e hall is 
crow ded to its utm o st capacity, and if we 
still suppose 100 per m inute entering, it 
is absolutely certain th a t 100 
per m in­ 
u te 
m ust 
be 
g ettin g out. 
T his 
final 
condition is one w hich we m ay call equi­ 
librium . 
If th e tu rn stiles of C entennial 
p a tte rn record th e ir tu rn in g , we can as­ 
certain exactly how m any people are in 
th e hall a t any m om ent. 
N ow to apply 
th e illu stratio n to beat bearing rays e n te r­ 
in g our atm osphere, we m ay suppose th a t 
n early all reach th e soil through radiation; 
th a t n in ety per oent. go out through the 
reg u lar ex it of “ convection 
nine per 
cent, squeeze back thro u g h th e tu rn stile 
by w hich th ey en tered — “ rad itio n 
and 
one per cent, clim b o u t thro u g h th e chim ­ 
ney of “ cond u ctio n .” 
I t follows th a t by 
m erely regulating th e tu rn stiles, by m odi­ 
fying this capacity for selecting and hold­ 
ing ray s of certain w av e-leu tth s, atm os 
pheres could be constructed w hich w ould 
keep th e planet M ercury cool, or th e far- 
off N ep tu n e com fortably w arm . 
H ere is 
a h in t for rom ancers w ho w ish to p lan t 
th e ir d ram atis p e rs o n ' 
in som e 
other 
w orld. 
_ 
T ne A llegheny and M o u n t W h itn e y ob* 
serratio n * firm ly establish th e fact th a t 
th e sun is blue. 
T he p artic u la r shade of 
color w hich it has, if view ed w ith o u t in ­ 
tervening atm osphere, m ay be laid dow n 
as th a t on th e border of th e blue near the 
green, about w here th e line F appears in 
th e sp ’ctrn m . 
S id to say, th is is n o t an 
“ l itn e tio ” hne ; it is m ors like th a t re ­ 
ferred to in one of S outhey’s poem s : 
“ Y ou could alm ost sm ell brim stone, th e ir 
b reath w as so blue, for he painted th e 
devils so w ell.”—[W m . C. W yckoff, in 
H arp er’s M agazine for Ju n e .
